SACRAMENTO, Tec. 13. *— Due to the- 
initiative of Assemblyman Callaglian. oC 
(he Alameda counts' delegation,, the ex- 
tent, purpose and value of the system4 of. 
docks being,established along- the Oakland 
harbor-front has been brought directly to 
the "attention', of .the State Legislature 
through the agency of a joint resolution 
Introduced by Mm in .' the lower house. 
The measure calls attention to .the good 
wovk in the iriterest of American ship- 
ping being dons in Congress by Con- 
gressman Knowland of Alameda county, 
and aslca ;for the co-operation of the. re- 
mainder of the California' congressional 
delegation In bringing about the passage 
of-two bills Introiiuced rby Knowlanfl, one 
of -which penalizes coastwise water lines 
controlled by railroads, while, the other 
gives preference in the 
matter of, toll 
rates to vessels flying the American flag. 
The Callaghan resolution reaxls as .follows:. 
Whereas, there has been introduced 
in Congress by a member of the Cali- 
fornia delegation, two bills establis'n- 
iriE! the atatxis of American ships in 
the Panama. Canal zone, one of which 
penalizes any coastwise water lines 
tha.t may bo controlled by .railroads, 
and the other giving American ships 
preference in matter of- toll rates, 
etc., thereby encouraging the building 
of American vessels and the enlarge- - 
merit of the American shipping in- 
dustry which has in'the past been, 
so sadly neglected; now therefore be it 
Resolved, that it be the sense o£.. 
the Assembly and Seriate of the State 
of California that the attention.'of the . 
members of., the California delegation 
in Congress 
bo 
called 
to the im- 
portance of these bills and. that-they — 
be requested to give them their united 
support. 
And be it further resolved, that the 
attention of the California delegation 
In Congress be called to the immense, 
amount and value of the work which 
is being dons along the Oakland, San 
Francisco, San. Diego, Los Angeles 
and Monterey waterfronts in prepara- 
tion for the increased traffic by water 
that will follow tho opening- of tho 
canal.

ocea,n waterway/may be quickly and ade-, 
quately handled. Within two years this 
system- of docks, ""established . at! tho 
T;oint where four great transcontinental 
railroads meet the ohlps-of the Orient and 
of the -world, will extend along the Oak- 
land -waterfront ior a length of. eight 
miles, and when completed with Its im- 
provements will hava cost $10,000,000, the 
entire expense being borne by the muni- 
cipality. 
It -will then be the most ex- 
tensive on tha Pacific Coast 
and will 
afford dockage and freight faculties to 
vessels of the largest tonnage. . 
Assemblyman McDonald of San Fran- 
cisco yesterday shot a hole In the es-' 
tablishefl order of things in tho lower 
house and for a moment It looked as 
if the entlro machinery would g'o to 
Bmaah. It happened this way: 
Late in 
the afternon session, the gentleman from 
San Francisco arose and. moved .an ad- 
journment until 11 o'clock this morning. 
Now, the right to ,movo an aajourrinmnt

From Washington; Says 


He Was Upheld. 


RAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 13. — Collector 


of tho Port Frederick 3. Stratton re- 
turned yesterday from a mon.th's visit 
Ini^fv'ashlnston, where he waa 'In con- 
ffir<shc3«wllh Secretary of the Treasxiry 
MacVeayh anil Special Treasury Agent 
Lemuel W. Bean of this' fllstrlct, rela- 
tive to the report of Special Agents Bean, 
Tidwell, Statter and Channlngr. sent to 
Washington early in the year making a 
long list of recommendation's which they 
considered to be for the benefit of the 
customs service. 
. 
Amonjr these recommendations was a 
proposition to cut the salaries of a large 
number of clerks and the Oslerisation of 
the old men In the service. 
"I have never put Into operation and 
have never been requested by. the de- 
partment to put Into operation any of 
the recommendation mado "by the special 
agents in their report—not a single one," 
declared the Collector emphatically. Then' 
he proceeded to tell of tho changes he 
Intended to make as soon ns he could 
get things In working order. 
The* most 
important of these Is the grading of the 
Customs inspectors into threo divisions, 
Tvitli a re-arrangement of their salaries, 
v.-hlch nfc present are at the rate of .$4 
per day. 
Another change 'will be made In the 
pyateni of making entries In the Custom 
House. "The special agents have re- 
ported this matter to Washington, and 
I am directed to put Into operation, the. 
brief system of entries that prevails in 
New York and. elsewhere," added Strat- 
ton.An undesirable practice complained of 
by the agents In their report was the 
-custom that prevailed oi bonded ware- 
house employes maklngr presents of quart 
bottles of whisky and other stimulants 
to customs officials and clerks on. holi- 
days and other festive occasions.

Collector suggested to. 
Secretary Mac- 
Veagh that aa the 
practice had been 
stopped, a reprimand would bo sufficient 
punishment for the 19 clerks and others 
who had accepted gifts. 
"Secretary MacVeagh. IB a high-minded

'did not agree -with me.

And'it has resulted in the open charge 
that the women jurors steal county property at .every opportunity.

The' 
same charge is made by hotel managers, who figure in their over- 
head expense a considerable sum to make up for the stealings' of 
guests. These stealings are 'mainly charged up to women'. Small 
rugs, towels, napkins, silverware, etc., are the articles' chiefly pur- 
loined.

We have consulted many educators In 
Oakland, .and some, who are teaching In 
Polytechnic schools in other parts of this 
State. 


We have ^obtained photpsjraphg of many 
' high school buildings and grounds In va- 
rious parts of California. 
We have examined the courses of study 


. of the three Oahland high schools, and 
noted the location of the homes of the 
students -who are attending the Polytech- 
nic high school. 


"We have carefully examined the two 
sites for high schools selected by tha 
board of education, and 
from 'all ''-the. 
data thus acquired we hawe unanimously 
arrive*! at the following conclusions: ' 


LOCATION 
ESSgWTIAU. 


1. Tha site selected ought to meet 
fully the requirements of this great in- 
dustrial school— the place of Ipcatlon be- 
Ine one of the least of these essentials. 
Whatever is best for this school, is best, 
educationally, lor Oakland. 


2. Experienced educators say that a 
Polytechnic school must have a group of 
I-mllclngs. mostly of one atory, In which 
to do modern Industrial 
school work. 
^hsso buildings ought to be erected on 
lo~el ground having sm area of ten acres 
at lea&t. 


3. The photographs an«3' descriptions of 
high school buildings and grounds collect- 
ed: by us show that ail these schools] are 
grouped on level grounds having areas 
of from, ten to 40 acres. 


4. In comparing the courses of study 
of the Fremont and of tile Bolytedinio 
high schools, we find that 76 per cent 
of the work In "both schools Is of ' the 
same "character, and 
that the Fremont 
school ie gradually adding to its eurrl- 


ullum other kinds of work now done In 
Polytechnic school. "Why not add, as 
_ 
as Its buildings are completed, all 
of the work now done in the Polytechnic 
school? 


ON WEST SIDE. 


5. The enrollment books of the -Poly- 
technic school show that last year 76 
per cent of the students in this school 
resided on the west . side "of Lake Mer- 
ritt, --.ami that this year 85 per cent 
resldelRii the west side of this lake. 
6. TThe site selected in East Oakland 
has less than two blocks of level land. 
not enough level land for the required 
"number of buildings, artd no land for play 
ST-ounds. Playgrounds must be level and 
it Is absurd to talk of using a sido hill 
park for a playground. 
7. The level tract of 10% acres on 
Broadway meets all -'the reqlrements of 
the Polytechnic school. 
The elevation is 
jcven feet higher than 'the site In Bast 
Oakland and the drainage la excellent. 
A. certain health map on file In No. 525 
Seventeenth street, shows that the Broad- 
way site is in a. more heafcthful locality 
than Is the East Oakland site. As clear- 
ly shtown by tho city map of Oakland th« 
transportation facilities, so far as the 
wholo city is concerned, are much better 
for the Broadway site than for the site 
in East Oakland. Thn record for build- 
Ing applications for the past year shows 
that fully twice as many permits were 
granted for the west 
side as for Bast 
Oakland.
